MEETS McCLOY 


Disarmament Views Aired 


Five representatives of UWF met recently in 
Washington with John M. McCloy, President Ken- 
nedy’s disarmament advisor. The purpose of the 
meeting was to present UWF’s position on disarm- 
ament to the man who is the architect of the Ad- 
ministration’s disarmament program. Represent- 
ing UWF were Vice-President Charles Price, UN 
Observer Marion McVitty, J. H. Rothschild, Brig. 
Gen.-Ret., and member of the Advisory Board, 
Arnold S. Zander, Chairman of the Executive 
Council, and Sanford Z. Persons, Legislative Di- 
rector. 


Gen. Rothschild presented the 
UWF view that the United 
States must make a commitment 
to a totally disarmed world under 
effective controls, and that dis- 
armament is an essential part, 

McCLOY but only a part, of a security 
system under world law. Mr. McCloy told the 
group that he firmly believed a stable peace de- 
pended upon rule of law. 


World Law Said To Be In McCloy Plan 


Leaders on Capitol Hill have told UWF members 
that world law is one of the basic principles of 
John McCloy’s disarmament recommendations to 
President Kennedy. The McCloy proposals are 
now circulating in the Executive branch for final 
approval. President Kennedy is expected to send 
Congress a proposal for a strengthened and en- 
larged disarmament agency based on McCloy’s rec- 
ommendations. Kennedy promised this move in 
a special message in May. 


The new disarmament administration, the Pres- 
ident said, “can intensify and improve our studies 
eo: research, looking forward to the day when 
reason will prevail and all nations will be pre- 
pared to accept a realistic and safeguarded dis- 
armament under a world law. (Italics ours.) 


WORLD LAW URGED 
BY LAWYER CONCLAVE 


A conference of lawyers from twenty-three 
American countries have asked for the establish- 
ment of a world legal system that would guarantee 
peace among nations. The conference, titled 
“World Peace Through Rule of Law,” was held 
in San Jose, Costa Rica, in June and a statement 
was issued to be known as “‘The Consensus of San 
Jose.” The agreement called for these steps to be 
taken as soon as possible: Compulsory acceptance 
by all countries of the jurisdiction of the Inter- 
national Court of Justice; the setting up of 
national committees to ebtain governmental col- 
laboration on the drafting of treaties to create an 
international legal system; creation of a supreme 
court of the Americas and a world court of human 
rights. The Consensus also called for a world 


conference next year to designate a World Rule of 
Law Year. 


Chairman of the conference was Charles S. 
Rhyne, former president of the American Bar As- 
sociation. Rhyne called the conference a break- 
through for world law. He said further confer- 
ences will be held in Africa, Asia and Europe lead- 


ing toward a world conference in Delhi, India in 
late 1962.

N.Y. TIMES CALLS 
FOR UN CHARTER REVIEW 


The New York TIMES has joined UWF and 
many other organizations and individuals in call- 
ing for a conference to review the United Na- 
tions Charter. The following is a reprint of an ed- 
itoral that appeared in the TIMES, May 23: 


“It has long been recognized that if the United 
Nations is to fulfill its dual function as both a 
parliament of nations and guardian of world 
peace, it must be reorganized to make it more 
effective than it is today. The latest effort in 
that direction, undertaken by a committee of ex- 
perts that labored for a year on the single project 
of revising the Secretariat, has ended, like pre- 
vious efforts, in frustration. 


“Yet the need for an agreed reorganization is 
now more urgent than ever. For a timeclock is 
ticking away toward the critical date of April 10, 
1963, when Secretary General Hammarskjold’s 
current term ends. As the Soviets are already 
boycotting him and have the power to veto the 
election of a successor, the United Nations will 
then face a serious dilemma. It can bow to the 
Soviet demand for abolition of the Secretary 
Generalship or leave its executive organ leader- 
less, which means its final paralysis. A prolonga- 
tion of Mr. Hmmarskjold’s term can be only a 
temporary expedient. 


“Even aside from what Ambassador Stevenson 
calls the Soviet “declaration of war against the 
United Nations,” reorganization must still be 
the order of the day. The membership of this 
world body, now doubled, requires expansion of 
the Security Council for more equitable geo- 
graphic representation. Furthermore, the politi- 
cal burden of the Secretary General has grown 
so great that he must have administrative relief. 


“There is virtually unanimous agreement out- 
side of the Communist bloc that the United Na- 
tions cannot function at all without a single 
head, a Secretary General with over-all respon- 
sibility and authority. That is why not only the 
Western powers but also the so-called uncom- 
mitted nations in their own best interest have 
rallied to Mr. Hammarskjold’s support against 
the Soviet attacks. And that is also why the Soviet 
scheme of replacing the Secretary General with 
a team of triumvirs representing not the United 
Nations but the respective power blocs has never 
had a chance. Now even the “compromise” pro- 
posals of three deputy secretaries general to share 
in policy making has ended in deadlock. 


“In this situation it is urgent that all members 
interested in preserving the United Nations press 
for the general conference provided in the Charter 
itself for amending it. Considering the slow pace 
of international negotiations, the time for this is 
getting short.” 
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DISARMAMENT BILL PASSAGE 
UWF CAMPAIGN 


The bill that establishes the U.S. Arms Control 
and Disarmament Agency cleared final passage in 
Congress Sept. 22 (See roll-call vote inside), and 
United World Federalists received high praise for 
its campaign to mobilize support for the measure. 
Senator Hubert Humphrey, long-time advocate of 
a disarmament agency and Senate leader for the 
bill, said in a letter to UWF President Paul W. 
Walter, “United World Federalists shares much of 
the credit for this victory . . . My work to secure 
approval for this legislation was backed up mag- 
nificently by the officers, staff and volunteers of 
UWF.” 

The bill creates a semi-autonomous agency re- 
sponsible for the development of U. S. disarma- 
ment policies and management of U. S. participa- 
tion in disarmament conferences. The Director 
will be the principal advisor to the President on 
disarmament matters and will work under the 
Secretary of State. 


Passage of the bill climaxed a nine-week cam- 
paign by UWF. Decision to back the bill with the 
Qu1-time efforts of UWF’s legislative liaison and 

the public relations arm of Ruder & Finn was 
made following Paul Walter’s conferences with 
Administration and Congressional leaders in 
Washington July 27. At that time the outlook 
for passage was dim in the opinion of many sup- 
porters of the bill. President Kennedy is reported 
in Marquis Child’s column as having been “‘aston- 
ished” at Senate passage. The President is quoted 
saying he thought there was “as much chance of 
getting the measure through Congress as we have 
of getting to the moon next week.” 


In the beginning of the project the major 
obstacles to be overcome were an apathetic and 
even hostile climate of opinion because of the in- 
creased world tensions, the crowded congressional 
schedule of pending legislation, the absence of any 
organized information and education program on 
behalf of the bill, and the short deadline in which 
congressional action had to be taken. In addition 
to these conditions, the resumption of nuclear 
testing by the Russians added to a vocal opposi- 
tion’s saying “now is not the time to be thinking 
of disarmament.” UWF decided that nothing less 
than an all-out effort was necessary. 


Among the highlights of the public relations 


program were the preparation of a 17-page infor-

JFK UN Speech 
Marks New U.S. Policy 


UWF President Paul W. Walter termed 
President Kennedy’s speech to the United Na- 
tions Sept. 25 as “a statement of vision and 
hope for federalists and all those who embrace 
the principle of world peace through enforce- 
able world law.” Walter urged all UWF mem- 
bers to applaud the President’s forthright 
pledge to further development of the UN by 
letters to the White House. 

Speaking on behalf of UWF, Walter cited 
the President’s reference to the development 
of the UN as ‘the only true alternative to war.’ 
Walter said this development ‘must ultimately 
be achieved through review and revision of the 
UN Charter.” 

Among the principal points of the Presi- 
dent’s speech which brought applause from 
Walter and other Federalists were the new 
U. S. plan for complete and general disarma- 
ment under inspection and controls by a UN 
organization. In offering the plan to turn ever 
verification and controls of a disarmament 
agreement to the UN, President Kennedy said, 
“Such a plan would not bring a world free 
from conflict or greed—but it would bring a 
world free from the terrors of mass destruc- 
tion. It would not usher in the era of the 
super-state—but it would usher in an era in 
which no state could annihilate or be annihi- 
lated by another.” 

The President in urging each member state 
to set up peace-keeping units for use by the 
UN said, “To destroy arms, however, is not 
enough. We must create even as we destroy— 
creating worid-wide law and law enforcement 
as we outlaw world-wide war and weapons.” 
The President said the U. S. will offer the UN 
a series of steps to improve the world body’s 
abilities in the peaceful settlement of disputes, 
and suggestions to improve the UN machinery 
for “extending the rule of international law.” 
The President also called on the UN to extend 
the jurisdiction of the Charter to outer space, 
saying, “the cold reaches of the universe must 
not become the new arena of an even colder 
war.” 

Walter said “President Kennedy’s speech 
offers hope that the U. S. is ready to embark 
on a new initiative toward strengthening the 
UN so that the world organization can keep 
peace with justice through enforceable world 
law.” 
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
